HERE FOR EVIDENCE

Search by Louisville detectives 

for evidence in connection with 
the mysterous murder of Rebecca 
Loveall, deaf-mute in a park 
there a few wecV:s at^o. led two 
of the Falls City sleuths to visit 
Richmomf a few days ago. They 
then went on to Garrard county 
»vhere a young lady who is a 
deaf-mute, living near Buckeye, 
is said to have been interviewed 
by them. 

It iseems that the Louisville de- 
tectives are endeavoring to con- 
nect John H. Mueller, a deaf- 
mute printer, of Louisville, with 
the crime, lie was arrested but 
afterwards released on bond. 
However the authorities have not 
given rtp tlicir idea that lie knows 
something aljout the girl's death. 
He is said to have been seen in 
Cincinnati with her, altliongh he 
is a married man and of family. 
The Garrard-eounty girl is said to 
have seen them in Cincinnati to- 
gether and it was her evidence on 
this point that was wanted . 

Anderson Agec, Richmond's 
well known deaf-mute talked to 
the detectives while they were 
here. Hoth were able to con- 
verse with him by tlie manual 
language. Mr. Agec knew neith- 
er iluller t)r the dead girl, and 
could give them no real in infor- 
mation. It was reported in 
Louisville i)ai)crs that tlie deaf- 
mute girl who was reported to 
have seen Muller and the dead 
girl together in Cincinnati lived 
here, but it proved that slie is a 
resident of Garrard. The Louis- 
ville Post had this to say about 
it: 

A young woman living near 
Richnn'nd, l\\ ., is expected to aji- 
pear as a witness for the state at 
the examining trial of John 11. 
Mueller, the deaf mute charged 
with the murder of Rebecca 
Loveall in Shawnee Pak. 

Prosecuting Attorney Robert 
H, Lucas shares this belief also. 
The prosecution expects to shc^w 
that Mueller was sus])cnded 
from Gallaudet College, where he' 
Studied for the ministry for mis- 
conduct. 

The young woman now living 
nea Richmond is expected to give 
important evidence. 

Alueller's case comes up for 
examining trial in City Court 
Thursday. 

Brent Overstreet, attorney for 
Mueller, said: 

"All the evidence they can get 
against my client will Ijc in his 
favor, as there is no oubt as to 
my client's innocence." 

Mr. Overstreet said that W. 
Hickman Carter, of the Kentucky 
School for Deaf at Danville, will 
arrive tomorrow night to repre- 
sent Mueller as interpreter.

ONLY SIX STORMS AS 
SEVERE AS IN 50 YEARS

During the past fifty years thecp 
have been but six sleet stonns ap- 
proximating or surpassing the seven- 
ty of that of the past week, according 
to H. F. Hillenmeyer, Fayette coun- 
ty's farmer- horticulturist- nurs^Iy- 
man-weather observer. 

In January, 1874, he said, theri^'^ii^iE^s 
more wreckage in the woodlanils than 
there has ever been since. On March 
5, 1884, there began a five-day storm, 
inflicting gi-cat injury and just two 
months before the fruit crop had.lmen 
entirely swept away. It was the in- 
tensity of that day that practically | 
wiped out the white walnut frun«^c | 
woodlands, Mr. Hillenmeyer said, and 
laid the foundation for the decadence * 
of the hickory and pignut. ' . j 

"On Chri.stmas moming, 1890," ' 
said Mr. Hililienmeyer, "the grandest \ 
natural spectacle tiiat ever greeted ; 
human o\-cs fjlorified the earth. Dur- 
ing the night 2.13 inches of rain and 
sleet had fallen, the temperature had \ 
dropped sharply, the clouds disappear- 
ed an dthe undiramed sun reflected \ 
from msmad prisms of purest' ray, ' 
created a scene of beauty possible - 
only to the infinite 

"Januai-y 27, 28 and 29, 1902, more ; 
than three inches of rain or ice ^eH;'-* 
Prior to this time there had beew-no ' 
extended use of suspended wire for 
the transmission of heat, light and 
intercommunication. This was the 
first great cataclysm that befell the 
wire interests. < 

"Feb. 18 and 19, 1913, there was a 
precipitation of but 1.11 inches, but 
at a temperature that •seems to have ' 
congealed at once the falling water to 
the object on which it fell- • This was 
the greatest loss ever sustained by the ' 
wire interests, not perhaps becausf of 
the greater weight on the individual 
wire, but because of the incrfeased 
number of wires sustained by the 
poles. That this hypothesis is coiTect 
i& evidenced by the fact that it' wa^ 
not the breakin.G: of the individual wire 
but of the posts rrthcr that did the 
damage, and the breaking of the poles 
uniformly began on the one on which 
I centered a deviation from the general 
I direction of any line. The ■ greatest 
(loss, for a palpable reason, was on 
I roads panning noith and south. ' 
\ "The benefits to the general pub- 
lic of these wire utilities are in- 
calculable and its sympathy should be 
extended and the deprivation of ser- 
vice borne with the utmost patience. 
The analogies of the past indicate 
that these visitations may he expected 
' once in ten years, that such service 
corporations are quite within their 
right to make provision for losses 
I extraordinary and unpreventable. It

(Continued from Pago 1) 
terests thus purchased by them, res 
pcctiveiy, in the turnpike IJy the

•ido of the liver, the franchise and 
all charter rights of the Richmond 
and Lexington Turnpike Company, 

"del- tlio aft of the Legislature au- 
thorizing it to construct own and 
■)!)erato the bridge, and collect tolls 
for its use by the publjc, was sold by 
't at public auction to Thomas J. 
Smith, W. S. MIoberly and James 
Brskine at the price of $4755.00. 

The purrha.sers as authorized by 
Kentucky Statutes, Section 562, im- 
mediately organized a coiporation 
under the corporate name "Clays 
Ferry Bridge Company", to which 
their bid for the property in ques- 
tion was assigned, followed by a deed 
from the Richmond and Lexington 
Turnpike Company conveying it the 
legal title thereto, jncludbig the 
franchises and all .^ther corporate 
rights of th^ grantor above enumerat- 
ed. 

From that conveyance January 2nd 
1907, until tlie granting of the in- 
junction in this action, the Clays Fer- 
ry Bridge Company, defending herein 
hus owned, maintained and operated 
the Clays Ferry Biidge, assumed and 
pcrfo)-]ne<l -all obligations and duties 
imposed !Ui)(.n the f« rniof owner. Rich- 
mi md afed Lexington lurnpike Com-

pany, by its charter, charged and 
collected tolls of the jiublic for the 
use of the bridge as authprizeH by 
that charter, and year by year paixl 
to the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
and counties of Fayette and Madison 
all taxes assessed ^;ainst • the pro- 
perty, including each year a tax up- 
on its franchise. 

In legal effect the injunction grant- 
ed by the Circuit Couit as complete- 
ly deprives the defendant of its pro- 
perty, as if a forfeiture of its chart- 
er had been adjudged; for of what 
value to the defendant would be the 
bridge or its approaches without the 
right to charge and collect tolls for 
their use by the public? And how 
could a purchaser be found- for the 
property, when its purclu»e would 
not invest him with the iqSht. to col- 
lect tolls fw its use? Sioreover the 
market value of the material in the 
biiflge and of the ground at cither 
end constituting the approaches, 
would be insignificcnt when compared 
with the loss resulting to defendent 
from the deprivation of its right to 
the tolls it has been accustomed to 
receive for the use of the bridge. 

It is not meant that the conditions 
resulting from the granting of the 
injunction referred to will necessarily 
compcll its dissolution, but as these 
conditions indicate the gravity of the 
situation in- which the granting of 
the injunction has placed the defend- 
ant and give emphasis to the import- 
ance of the rights involved, they must 
he considered in passing on its motion 
•io dissolve the injunction. Laying 
iside other questions )aised by the de- 
fendant, considei-ation will first be 
^ven the really vital question in the 
case. Whether the defendant had the 
right to charge and collect the tolls, 
-he collection of which is enjoined 
herein ? 

The written opinion of the learned 
Judge who granted- the injunction de- 
clares it did not have such right; the 
reason given for the conclusion being 
that the act of 1898, provided for free 
turnpikes, replaced so much of the 
charter of the Richmond and Lexing- 
ton Turnpike Company as authorized 
it to transfer its property and frnn- 
2hises to "assigns"; because of whi' h 
only the county couM purchase the 
property and franchises of a turapike 
company. The soundness or unsound- 
ness of this conclusion must be tested 
by the provisions of section r< pf the 
charter of ^^he Richmond and Lexing- 
ton Turnpike Coin pany and those of 
Section 562. Kentucky Statutes. After 
declaring the turnpike company u 
body politic and corporatcd and giving 
it corporate name, section '5 of .the 
charter provides: 

"And by the said name, the said 
subscribers shall ha^c perijctual suc- 
cession, and all the privilegrs and 
franchises incident to a corn^)ratio;^. 
and shall be capable of taking ard 
holding- tiic said capital stock and th- 
increase and profits thereof, and of 
purchasing, taking anil holding to 
them and their successois and as- 
signs, anfl of selling, transfeving a.rd 
lands.convrying in fee sohrd'uuiuriii: 
conveying in fee simple, all such lands, 
tenements, hereditaments and estate, 
real or personal, as shal^f be nccessa' y 
to them in the prosecution of their 
works; and suing and being sued 
impleading and being imleade 1 
an.swerina: and beinj; answered, de- 
fending and being defcnfli d, in court:- 
of ipecordy or any other place? whatso- 
ever; and also to make, have and u f 
a common seal, and the same t< 
break, alter and renew at pleasure. To 
make such rules, bylaws and regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with th(> lav. y 
of the Constitution of the United 
States and of this state, as shall b' 
necessary for the well-ordering the af- 
fairs of said company, and to do aP 
and every other matter or thinr 
which, a corporation or body i^olitic 
may lawfully do." 

Conceding the necessity of st tlutDry 
authority for a .sale by the turnpike 
company of its bridge and corporate 
franchise in question, as c(ntend',il i)y 
plaintiffs, it will be .observed that tlir 
language of the section, supra, is .suf- 
ficiently comprehensive to confer up- 
on the tuinpike compan.v the power 
"of purchasing, taking and holding tc 
them and their successors and as- 
signs", and of selling, transfering and 
conveying in fee simple, all such lands 
tenements and hereditaments and es 

tate, real or personal, as shall he nec- 
sary to them in the pioseculion of 
their works," Obviously, it cann< t b ■ 
claimed that the powers thus given 
the turnpike conipany. were not broad 
enough to authorize the sale and con- 
veyance by it to defendant of the 
Clays Ferry Bridge and appurtenances 
including the riglit to ch;:ifcf tolls foi- 
its use. The right to cliar^re an<I col- 
lect the bi idge tolls sold and conveyed 
defendant by the turnpike company, 
was conferred on the latter by section 
2 of the Act of 18.36, amendatory of 
its charter, and is not hero disputed. 
If other authority for the defendant's 
purchase of the bridge and right to c^jse 
bridge tolls than that contained in 
section 5 of the tuinpike Company's 
Charter be desired, -it may be found in 

section 562, Ky- States, which pro- 
vides : 

"If the franchise an;l i)roperty of 
any corporation is sold, the persons 
who may become the purchaser, at 
private sale or under the judgement 
of the couit, niay organize a corpora- 
tion for " the Construction, operation 
and management of the sarnie; and 
such-corporation, when organized shall 
have the same rights, privileges and 
franchises as have been granted to or 
acquired by the corporation purchas- 
ed; and shall be subject to all the 
limitations, restrictions and liabili- 
ties imposed upon it; and, in addition, 
thereto, shall be subject to all the 
provisions of this chapter. Such cor-; 



supra, that its ownership and control 
of the bridge and approaches has been 
as such corporation, and that it has 
fulfilled all obligations with respect to 
the maintenance of the property for 
the use of the public imposed by law 
and its charter upon the Richmond 
and Lexington Turnpike Company, 
the original owner. 

It is not perceived tfaiat the provis- 
ions of what is known as the Free 
Turnpike Act confined the right of the 
Richmond and Lexington Turnpike 
Company to dispose of the bridge and 
appurtences to the counties of Madi- 
son and Fayette or either, as held by 
the Circuit Judge. ^Section 8 of the 
Act, now subsection 8, of section 4748, 
Ky. States provides: 

"When the entire turnpike purchas- 
ed by a fiscal court like wholly within 
the county by which the same is pur- 
chased the transfer of title shall be 
made as provided in section seven, and 
thereupon, the charter, fi-anchise, and 
so forth,, of any such turnpike or 
gravel road shall be at once dissolved 
and teiTTiinated, but when any portion 
, of any turnpike, which lies in more 
than one county, is purchased as here- 
in authorized, the little to such part 
so purchased shall be conveyed to the 
county purchasing it in the manner 
before recited, and such tranfer shall 
in no wise affect the charter or privi- 
leges or franchises' of any -turnpike 
road company so selling such portion, 
as to the remainder of the turnpike of 
such company. Rut as to the part 
so sold the charter shall be and be- 
come terminated, and the company 
shall be at once released fiom any and 
all responsibility concerning such por- 
tion under its charter or the laws of 
the state." 

It is patent from the language of 
this Statute that a sale of a turnpike, 
other ajjpurtenant corporate property 
or franchises of the company owning 
it, may be made in fragments. In 
other woids, by its provisions the 
county may purchase or actiuire by 
condemnation proceedings any part of 
a turnpike lying in its limits, and by

The cases of Breathitt Co., vs. Ham- 
monds, 150 Ky. 502, and city of Pine- 
ville vs. Pinoville Bridge Co., 179 Ky. 
37.5, relied on by plaintiffs, are not in 
noint, as in neither case did the 
bridge company have statutory au- 
thority or a corporate fran- 
to operate a bridge 
or charge tolls foi- its use. The 
conclusion arrived at upon the main 
question considered, rendered unneces- 
sary the decision of other questions 
raiserl by the defendant in tiie case.
